St. Albert’s Perron Street 


The few St. Albert and 
District Chamber of Com- 
merce members who atten- 
ded the dinner meeting 
Tuesday evening thoroughly 
enjoyed the talk given by 
John Cunningham, operae 
tions manager of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co,, Edmonton, 

President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Gerry Belke 
had invited Mr, Cunningham 
to talk on the general thinke 
ing today of larger retail 
outlets in relation to ex- 
panding away from metroe- 
politan areas into suburban 
shopping centres. In part, 
the Chamber’s invitation 
read, ‘‘The oldest town in 
Alberta would like to hear 
from the oldest company in 
Alberta,’’ Mr. Cunningham 
appreciated the theme of 
the topic and was quick to 
accept. 

Mr. Cunningham spent the 
first several minutes of his 
talk reviewing the related 


history of St, Albert and 
The Hudson’s Bay Co, He 
turned the time clock back 
about 200 years when one 
of the first Hudson’s Bay 
Co, traders came to that 
remote part of Rupert’s 
Land now called St, Albert 
and surveyed the area with 
an eye toward establishing 
a trading post, He then pro- 
ceeded to bring his audience 
forward into the present, 
all the while citing histori- 
cal events which clearly 
shows the close parallel in 
history of his company and 
this town, 

“Today,’’ Mr. Cunning- 
ham said, ‘‘the trend of the 
larger retail stores is not 
entirely towards the shopp- 
ing. complex but more to- 
wards the smaller indivi- 
dual outlet.’’ He qualified 
this statement by saying 
that this trend is rot evi- 
dent yet because giant shop- 


ping centres like Southgate . 


are still being put together, 
“However,” he said, ‘“‘acc- 
ording to information avail- 
able to me, the trend of 
the future will be toward 
the town square concept, 
complete with cobbled 
streets, gas lights and per- 
iod buildings,’’ 

Mr. Cunningham asked 
his audience, ‘‘do you like 
the looks of a shopping cen- 
tre . . . is that what you 
really want?’ 

He then came back to 
the town square concept and 
drew a mental picture for 
his listeners by reminding 
them that St. Albert has the 
history and the locale for 
just such a town square 
development, He mentioned 
Perron Street as ‘‘a natural 
for such a shopping square 
and that’s where I see the 
giants of the retail trade 
clammering for space,’’

Bus service criticized 


The Editor: 

We, the Grade 8-3 Class 
of Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
School, request that action 
be taken to improve the St. 
Albert-to-Edmonton bus 
service, 

The following inade- 
quacies were identified dur- 
ing our class discussion and 
survey: 

1) The fare, 40¢ for adults 
and students over 12 years 
of age, is too high for the 
short distance for which 
service is provided, 

2) The bus is uncomfor- 
table and seats are in need 
of repair, 

3) Students who pay the 
same fare as adults should 
be accorded the same privi- 
leges. During rush periods, 
students are forced to wait 
until adults have been acce 
ommodated, 

4) Service is not regular 
enough and the buses seld- 
om are on time, 

5) The bus has poor air 
conditioning, This is not 
conducive to good health, 

6) Bus shelters and app- 
ropriate signs to indicate 
stops should be provided, 
for both health and safety 
reasons, 

7) Routes should be al- 


tered to accommodate all 
areas. Bus routes do not 
adequately serve the New 
Braeside and Forest Lawn 
areas. 

A recent house-to-house 
survey of residents conduc- 
ted by students of ourclass, 
indicated that residents are 
generally dissatisfied with 
the bus service and iden- 
tified similar inadequacies 
to those listed on the pre= 
vious page, 

We feel that transporta= 
tion today is a necessity 
rather than a luxury, It is 
in the public interest to pro- 
vide reasonably adequate 
bus services for residents, 
particularly for the aged 
who do not drive, for the 
young who cannot drive, and 
for all the other people who 
rely on public rather than 
private transportation, 

If St. Albert is to cone 
tinue to thrive as a beautie 
ful and attractive town ine 
dependent of the city of 
Edmonton, its residents 
must be provided with the 
same amenities,

In case the consumer de- 
faults in his payments, the 
goods may be repossessed,

rate is lost many times 
over, And naturally, the loss 
is greater, the greater value 
of the security pledged. 

Security takes many 
forms in credit contracts, 
In a first mortgage, the land 
and buildings are pledged. 
In a second mortgage, all 
that is left over after the 
first mortgage is paid is 
pledged. In a chattel mort- 
gage, the furniture and 
equipment in ahomeis pled- 
ged, With a wage assigne 
ment, you permit the pay- 
ments to be deducted from 
your wages before you get 
them - in other words, you 
pledge your paycheck, In a 
conditional sale contract, 
the goods being purchased 
are pledged == you don’t 
really own the goods until 
they are fully paid for. 

But the most valuable 
asset some people have is 
the reputation they have 
earned for honourable deal- 
ings in their community, 
When that is lost... when 
their credit-rating is mar- 
red and they are no longer 
able to get credit . . they 
can suffer tremendously.

as a general rule, the great- 
er the value of assets pled- 
ged the less the credit rate, 
Risk is involved in every 
credit transaction and it 
must be carried by som2- 
one - either the credit gran- 
tor or the consumer, If the 
value of the pledged assets 
is high, the consumer car- 
ries the majority of the risk 
and the credit rate can be 
low; if the value of the pled- 
ged assets is low, thecredit 
grantor carries the bulk of 
the risk and is compensated 
for this by a higher credit 
rate, This central point of 
credit shopping is empha- 
sized inthe information proe 
gram of the Canadian Con- 
sumer Loan Association and 
the Federated Council of 
Sales Finance Companies as 
described in the 1972 edi- 
tion of the Canadian Con- 
sumer Credit Factbook, 
Therefore, if you ‘‘shop 
for credit’’ by shopping for 
the lowest price only, you 
will probably end up pledge 
ing top-value security.
